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GOV. SLATON URGES 
FEDERAL SUPPORT 


FOR COTTON CROP 


Tells Washington Confer- 
ence of Promises Made the 
South, and He Insists That 
Congress Should Act. 


CONGRESSMEN INSIST 
STATES SHOULD ACT 


But Governors Declare It’s 
a Matter for General Gov- 
ernment—All Agree Crop 
Reduction Is a Necessity. 


Tm September 28.—(Spe- 


cil. )— Reduction of the cotton crop 
next season by at least 50 per cent of 
last season's acreage was declared to- 
day to be the great, outstanding, over- 
whelming need .in the present crisis 
confronting the eotton industry. 

This was practically the unanimous 
agreement of members of congress and 
governors of the  cotton-producing 
states who met here today in an ear- 
nest effort to devise some means by 
state or national action to avert the 
losses which confront the south. 

How to accomplish this result was 
the burden of all the’ speeches. The 
members of congress, after canvass- 
the situation here, expressed the be- 
lief that there was more certainty of 
success if the states would undertake 
the task of curtailment. The govern- 
ors emphasized the difficulties of this 
| course. - . 

Senator Hoke Smith earnestly as™ 
sured the conference that if it could 
now be absolutely established that the 

Kton acreage would be reduced it 
‘would immediately add two or three 
cents per pound to the price of cotton. 
The representatives from Georgia 
agreed. 

Slaton Wants Promises Kept. 

Governor John M. Slaton addressed 
the gathering at length tonight. He re- 
called the promises that had been made 
as to what congress would do and the 
relief th&t would be granted by the 
national government. He called for a 
fulfillment of these promises. Gov- 
ernor Slaton spoke with great ear- 
néestness and was applauded by the gov- 
ernors. He said it would require two 
years for Georgia to change her con- 
stitution so as to enact the suggested 
legislation. 

Representative William Schley How- 
ard called attention to the fact that 
the representatives from the cotton 
states constituted only one-fourth of 
the membership of congress, The 
consumers of cotton were represented 
by three-fourths of the membership 
of congress. 

“Would you make your relief of the 
cotton farmers depend on one-fourth 
of congress being able to outvote 
three-fourths?’ asked Mr. Howard. 

Senator John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, told the gathering that 
etate laws should speedily be enacted 
to tax every acre planted to cotton in 
exeess of one-half of this year’s crop. 
He said that two-thirds of the cotton 
lands of Mississippi were now infest- 
ed by the boll weevil and that if the 
southern cotton farmers would plant 
food crops and not raise a bale of 
cotton it would make them financially 
independent next year and probably 
exterminate the boll weevil. 

In the long run the present unparal- 
leled disaster would become a blessing 
instead of a curse to the south, said 
Senator Williams, if it would root out 
the all cotton fetish of the southern 
farmers. 

Main Thing to Cut Production. 

The main proposal debated was the 
Plan to curtail either the crop directly 
or the acreage planted in 1915. Several 
proposals were made that the 1915 cot- 
ton yield be limited to 50 per cent of 
the crop produced in 1914 by means of 
a prohibitive tax on all production in 
excess of that amount. One plan of- 
fered was to fix a tax of 10 cents 
pound on excess production: 
that a tax of $20 acre be 
upon every to cotton

Today’s election leaves 14 of 120 
counties in the state “wet.”

HUTCHENS MAY RUN TAMMANY CANDIDATES 


AGAINST HARDWICK 


Progressives Have Called State 
Convention to Be Held in 
Macon Saturday. 


Political circles in Atlanta were 


stirred yesterday by the _ disclosure 
that a state progressive conven- 
tion has been called to meet in 
Macon next Saturday for the definite 
purpose of nominating candidates to 
oppose.Senator Hoke Smith and Con- 
gressman Hardwick, nominees, re- 
spectively, for the long and short term 
in the United States senate. 

There will be a meeting of the pro- 
gressives of Fulton county at the Ans- 
ley hotel tonight at 8 o'clock, at which 
time it is expected that the report of 
the nominating committee will be made 
public. ; 

It is declared that Hon. G. R. Hutch- 
ens, who was a candidate against Con- 
gressman Hardwick in the recent dem- 
ecratic primaries, will be named by 
the progressives to oppose Mr. Hard- 
wick in the general election. Either 
Hon. C. W. McClure, of Atlanta, for- 
merly member of the national progres- 
sive executive committee from Georgia, 
or Hon, James L. Sibley, of Milledge- 
ville, will be chosen to oppose Senator 
Smith for re-election. 

Mr. Hutchens was in Atlanta Mon- 
day, and it is known that he was in 
conference with several prominent 
members of the progressive party. It 


}is also alleged that he has been ap- 


proached by a mumber of democrats, 
who urged him to make the race as an 
independent against Congressman 
Hardwick, on the grounds that the 
nomination at the Macon convention 
was against the expressed will of the 
people. This Mr. Hutchens has refused 
to do, but it is said that should the

$6,480 APPROPRIATION 
WOULD BE SUFFICIENT 


‘This Sum. Would Be Need- 


ed for the Employment of 
More. Teachers — Finance 
Committee Meets Today. 


When the finance committee of At- 
lanta’s general council meets at 10 
o’block today to make up the October 
apportionment sheet, members of the 
school board, representing 1,500 neg- 
lected children and forty-seven over- 


worked teachers, will appear and ask : 


that $19,257 be given the school depart- 
ment to abolish the evil of “double ses- 
sions” which menaces the entire educa- 
tional system. 

The request, according to the school 
board’s representatives, will be regard- 
ed in the light of a test of the senti- 
ment of every member of the com- 
mittee on public education in Atlanta. 

Needs of the Schools. 

The school board's committee will ask 
for $19,257 to employ forty-seven ad- 
ditional teachers and lease forty-seven 
additional school rooms. On the eve 
of the meeting of the finance commit- 
tee, members of that body declare tnat 
with the city facing a Geficit of $36,000 
ttowirpe yssible forthe committee 
té give ths eetidols ‘the $19,257 whieh 
will be requésted. Members say that 
by pruning the budgét of ‘the various 
departments and redallifig apprexi- 
mately $20,000 from special street. im- 
provement funds, it may be possible 
to give the school board “a little 


money.” 

With a paltry $6,480, the school de- 
partmeént will be able to put an end 
to the abominable ‘‘double sessions.” 
With"*the above named sum the school 
board can employ forty-seven addition- 
al competent and efficient teachers, and 
with money which the board will have 
in the school repair fund, alterations 
can be made in a number of classrooms 
of the city’s schools tu accommodate 
the little children who are now forced 
into the “double sesions” arrangement. 

With the consent and approval of 
Mayor James G. Woodward, The Con- 
stitution here outlines a plan conceived 
by the mayor and through which the 
finance Committee can abolish the “dou- 
ble sessions.” The scheme is best ex- 
plained in the mayor’s own words: 

Mayor Outlines Scheme. 

“When the newest of our schools 
were erected there were sixty-five and 
seventy pupils in one grade; in fact, 
when the schools were designed the 
rooms were made large enough to ac- 
commodate, in some instances, as many 
as ninety children. Recently the board 
of education decreed that there shall 
not be more than forty-five pupils to 
each grade. This reform has had the 
effect of bringing down the grades to 
as small a number as thirty-three stu- 


ents. 

“I think it would be a good idea and 
an economical move for the school 
board to take some of the large grade 
rooms where there are only thirty- 
three and forty pupils, run partitions 
through them and in that manner make 
two rooms where there was formerly 
one. Thus the board could put two 
classes in one room, under two teach- 
ers, and thereby abolish the double ses- 
ee which have been so severely criti- 
cised. 

“Under the present arrangement, the 
board goes outside of the regularly 
constructed school buildings to accom- 
modate the children. When residences 
are rented much money is spent to 
make alterations before they are suit- 
able for school purposes. These places 
are not used for longer than one year, 
and after that the money spent on 
improvements must be counted as 
money wasted. If tiie changes and im- 
provements are mede in the regular 
school buildings they are permanent, 
and the money spert is spent to good 
advantage. 

“There are very few new schools in 
the city that were not equipped with 
several extra large rooms to take care 
of just such an emergency as now 
faces the city. Iu many of the schools 
there are large auditoriums, and from 
what I have been able to learn, they 
are little used by ihe children. I have 
been informed thai the auditoriums 
have been used priivipally for neigh- 
borhood meetings i.2d for places for 
teaching the teachers to tango after 
school hours. I am not criticising the 
teachers for learning to tango if they 
want to, but I believe the auditoriums 
could be used to Detter advantage. 

Mayer Woodward explained that he 
has not attempted to solve the finan- 
cial difficulty. He says he will leave 
that part of the scheme to the finance 
‘committee and the school board to 
work out. 

Alderman Jesse Armistead, who pro- 
posed the resolution which was intro- 
duced before the school board last 
Thursday urging that $19,257 be ap- 
propriated to break upthe double ses- 
sions, said Mapeay that he was very 
much impressed with the feasibility of

Villa Won’t Be Candidate, 

and Carranza Will Likely 
.Resign in Favor of Calde- 
ron—Washington Expects 
Peaceful Solution. 


Washington, September 28.—Formal 
announcement from General Vilia that 
he will not be a candidate.for presi- 
dent or vice president of Mexico was 
received at the state department today 
through George OC. Carrothers, con- 
sular agent at Chihuahua City. This 
dispatch, the first to reach Washing- 
ton from the interior of Mexico since 
Villa’s revolt against General Car- 
ranza’s authority as first chief of the 
constitutionalists, greatly strengthen- 
ed the hopes of officials here for a 
peaceful adjustment of the difficulties 
‘between the two leaders. 

Special significance was attached to 
Villa’s assurance because it followed 
so closely the declaration of General 
Carranza that he would not become a 
candidate if Villa would give a similar 
promise and all. the military leaders 
were eliminated as presidential pos- 
sibilities. 

The state department tonight was 
without information from Mexico City, 
but it generally was believed in offi- 
cial circles that if General Carranza 
resigns Thursday, as has been de- 
clared he will, the convention called 
by him for that date will name as ,his 
successor Fernando Iglesias Calderon, 
whose selection has been demanded 
by Villa. 

Solution Is Expected. 

Constitutionalist representatives 
here tonight were hopeful that the 
peace commissioners dispatched by 
Carranza and Villa to meet in an at- 
tempt to adjust the existing difficul- 
ties between the two factions would 
reach a satisfactory solution of the 
problem. Although the Mexican em- 
bassy had not been informed offi- 
cially as to whether the commissioners 
would confer, it was said that Aguas 
Calientes probably would be the place. 

General Funston, commanding the 
American forces at Vera Cruz, inform- 
ed the war department that General 
Zapata, the southern rebel leader, had 
lodged a protest with him against the 
surrender of Vera Cruz to the Car- 
ranza government. Zapata 
plain that he did not reco 
ranza as the first chief of the con- 
stitutionalists. Zapata’s army makes 
him a factor to be reckoned with, and 
it is admitted that his attitude will 
not be calculated to hasten the prepa- 
rations for the American evacuation. 

In accordance with recommendations 
that only four ‘battleships be retained 
for the present in Mexican waters, sub- 
mitted to Secretary Daniels by Rear 
Admiral Fletcher, the Texas, Minnesota, 
Rhode Island and Vermont will consti- 
tute the naval force In Mexico

Correspondent at Headquar- 
ters of Sir John French De- 
scribes System of Espion- 
age Used by the. Invaders 
of France. 


WOMEN SPIES CAUGHT 
BY BRITISH SOLDIERS 


Allied Forces Have Adopt- 
ed Drastic Methods to Sup- 
press German Espionage. 
British Troops Joke About 
German Big Guns. 


London, September 28.—The official 
press bureau issued tonight a descrip-~ 
tive account of the operations in 
France of the British force and the 
French armies in immediate touch 
with it, communicated by an eye- 
witness present at the headquarters of 
Field Marshal Sir John French. This 
account, which supplements that is- 
sned September 24 from general head- 
quarters, follows: 

“September 25, 1914.—For four days 
there has been a comparative lull all 
along our front. This has been accom- 
panied by a spell of fine weather, 
though the nights are much colder. 

“Advantage has been taken of the 
arrival of reinforcements to relieve by 
fresh troops the men who have been 
on the firing line for some time. Sev- 
eral units, therefore, have received. 
their baptism of fire during the week. 

“Since the last letter left general 
headquarters evidence has been receiv- 
ed which points to the fact that dur- 
ing counter attacks on the night of 
Sunday, the 20th, the German infantry 
fired into each other as the result of 
an attempt to carry out the dangerous 
expedient of a converging advance in 


the dark. 
Dead in German Trenches. 

“This narrative begins with Sep- 
tember 21, and covers only two days. 
On Monday, the 2ist, there was little 
rain and the weather took a turn for 
the better, which has been maintained. 
The action was practically confined to 


rtillery. 

OE anita parties sent out dur- 
ing the night of 21-22 discovered some 
deserted trenches, and in them, or near 
them in the woods, more than one hun- 
dred dead and wounded were picked up. 
Rifles, ammunition and equipment also 
were found. There were other signs 
that portions of the anemy’s forces had 
withdrawn for some distance. 

“Tuesday, 22. was also fine, with lesa

Spy Work of Germans. 

“Espionage plays so large a part in 
the conduct of the war by the Germans 
that it is difficult to avoid further ref- 
erence to the subject. They evident- 
ly never have forgotten the saying of 
Frederick the Great: ‘When Marshal 
Soubise goes to war, he is followed 
by a hundred cooks; when I take the 
tield I am preceded by a hundred spies.’ 

“Indeed, about twenty years ago 
there was a paragraph in their field 
service regulations directing that the 
services of ‘protection in the field’— 
e. g., outposts and advance guards— 
always should be supplemented by a 
system of espionage. 

“Though such instructions are no 
longer made public, the Germans, as is 
well known, still carry them into ef- 
fect. Apart from the more elaborate 
arrangements made in peace time for 
obtaining information by paid agents, 
some of the methods which are being 
employed for the collection or convey- 
ance of intelligence are as follows: 

“Men in plain clothes signal to the 
German lines from points in the hands 
of the enemy by means of colored lights 
at night and puffs of smoke from chim- 
neys by day. Pseudo laborers working 
in the field between the armies have 
been detected conveying information, 
and persons in plain clothes have acted 
as advanced scouts to the German cav- 
alry when advancing. German officers 
and soldiers in plain’ clothes, or in 
French or British uniforms, have re- 
mained in localities evacuated by the 
Germans in order to furnish them with 
intelligence. 

Women Spies for Germans. 


“One spy of this kind was found by 
our troops hidden in a chureh tower. 
His presence was discovered only 
through the erratic movements of the 
hands of the church clock, which he 
was using to signal to his friends by 
means of an improvised semaphore code. 
Had this man not been seized it is 
probable he would have signalled to the 
German artillery at the time of their 
arrival the exact location of the head- 
quarters and staff. A high explosive 
shell would then have mystertously 
dropped on the building. 

“Women spies also have been caught; 
secret agents have been found at the 
railroads observing entrainment and de- 
trainments. It is a simple matter for 
spies to mix with the refugees mov- 
ing about to their homes; difficult for 
our troops, who speak neither French 
or German, to detect them.” 

“The French have found it necessary 
to search villages and also casual way- 
farers on the roads for carrier pigeons. 
Amongst the precautions taken by us 
to guard against spying is the publica- 
tion of the following notice, printed in 
French and posted:

UP TO FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

If the finance committee of council de- 
termines at its meeting today to relieve 
the critical conditions in Atlanta’s public 
_ gchool system, relief will be assured. In 
this, as in many other matters affecting 
city progress and city expansion, the finance 
committee comes pretty near being all- 

powerful. 

) It is the duty of the committee, first, to 
devise a plan for eliminating the obnoxious 
double daily sessions in the public schools. 
Over and above the demands of every other 
city department, except the actual neces- 
sities of sanitation and health, it is the 
committee’s plain duty to. provide for the 
relief of this extraordinary congestion in the 
city schools which is working an unques- 
tioned hardship upon children, parents and 
teachers. 

; Atlanta is too big, too prosperous, yes, too 
rich a city to return to primitive methods. 
Financially, Atlanta is in better position to- 
day—and it has been for years—than any 
city of its size in the United States; if it 
seems otherwise, there is good reason for 
it—it is because Atlanta will not use her 
credit. 

There must be some way in which a city 
with all of Atlanta’s splendid resources can 
worm its way out of a situation where re- 
lief is practically imperative, and where it 
can be had at a cost of less than $20,000. 
It is difficult to conceive of a city of 200,000 
people with more than $160,000,000 of tax- 
able property, and with $6,000,000 borrow- 
ing credit, that confesses itself too poverty- 
stricken to spend that comparatively small 
sum to make its schools adequate. 

Atlanta is too big a city to permit itself 
to slip back to primitive methods. 


HOLD A BALE! 

In a letter to The Constitution F. M. 
Akers, of Atlanta, makes the eminently sen- 
sible suggestion that if the farmers them- 
seives will add a “hold a bale” movement 
to the “buy-a-bale movement” the south’s 
pardmount problem this year and next year 
will be well on the road toward solution. 
He says: 


In connection with the “bDuy-a-bale- 
of cotton” movement, there might be 
started a movement, among the farm- 
ers themselves, to “hold a bale of cot- 
ton” by having those farmers who are 
willing to subscribe to such a plan ob- 
ligate themselves to store their cotton 
in warehouses, just as those who buy 
a bale do, and retire it for one vear.

If this is done and 
farmers would reduce the cotton acre- 
age next vear, say 25 or 30 per cent, 
and plant more corn, and raise more 
meat, there is no reason why the south- 
ern farmers should not be the most 
independent class of people in the 
world.

As far as the ultimate effect is con- 
cerned, the hold-a-bale movement is equiva- 
lent to the buy-a-bale movement. The 
weight of surplus cotton is taken off the 
market, and that which is left for absorp- 
tion reacts to a proportionately higher price. 

The farmer who holds a bale now, in 
place of one that might be planted next year, 
is saving the trouble, expense and uncer- 
tainty of planting, harvesting and preparing 
for market a bale from which he cannot 
hope to realize as much, with a normal 
crop, as he can by planting half acreage 
next year and holding one-half of this year’s 
crop. 

Every present condition points that the 
world demand for cotton in the fall of 1915 
will be far under the demand for several

Every 
bale held, whether by the buy-a-bale or hold-

essentially an interlocking part of the pro- 
gram of reduction, of keeping visible supply 
well under demand and of lessening or wip- 
ing out the mortgage the south has hereto- 
fore annually placed upon its one money 
crop. 


AN INTERESTING QUESTION. 

With the already developed plans of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad company 
te build from Cartersville to Atlanta, acquir- 


ing a through line of its own instead of” 


using a portion of the Western and Atlantic 
under sublease, the future of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, owned by the state, 
presents, within the last few days, a prob- 
lem which threatens to become a crisis. 

Following the announcement of the L. & 
N. plans, the fear is openly expressed that 
the state’s property, now one of the best 
paying railroads in the south, will become 
nothing more than a local line between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga. 

There is no doubt that with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville owning a majority of 
the stock of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, which leases the Western and 
Atlantic, and in position to direct the 
through traffic of that line from the west, 
over its own line from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta and points beyond, the futuré of the 
state’s property, at the expiration of the 
present lease in December, 1919, becomes 
a more serious problem than has yet been 
involvéd in it. 

Georgia’s right to protect her own prop- 
erty is unquestioned, but to what extent 
can she go? Is she entitled to adopt any 
protective methods within the power of the 
sovéreign, or, in this case, is she limited 
alone to those powers granted to the indi- 
vidual or the corporate owner of property? 
Can Georgia, for instance, deny the L. & N. 
a charter to build a through line in compe- 
tition with her own road, when, if that road 
were privately owned, there would be no 
question raised as to its granting? In other 
words, has Georgia the moral right to do 
as a sovereign, for the protection of her 
own property, that which she could not do 
as an individual? 

It is an interesting parallel that this 
question, in somewhat similar shape,. con- 
fronted the legislature in the early efghties, 
a few years before the present lease was 
made: and that it should now come up in 
somewhat altered form, just as this lease 
approaches its termination. Then it was the 
question of the construction of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, now a part 
of the Southern ‘system, from Rome through 
Atlanta to a connection with the Macon and 
Brunswick, at Macon. The Western and At- 
lantic railroad then possessed a monopoly 
of the Chattanooga business, including that 
from the Ohio and Mississippi valleys and 
beyond into the north and west. It was 
then urged, and the proposed charter was 
bitterly fought upon the ground that the 
construction of this line would ruin the 
state’s property. Despite this contention 
the legislature granted the charter, holding 
that the state, simply as the owner of a 
competing line, had no moral right to deny 
the state the facilities of a new through line. 
Subsequently the Central railroad was per- 
mitted to build its competing line from 
Chattanooga to Griffin. 

A similar and yet a different problem 
confronts the state today, in the shadow of 
the expiration of the present lease. Similar 
it is, in that another competing line seeks 
right-of-way into Atlanta; different, in that 
this new competing line controls the pres- 
ent lessee company and is in a position to 
divert its traffic. On the other hand, sup- 
pose some competing system gets the W. & 
A. for the new lease; that would leave the 
L. & N. Cincinnati-Atlanta line high and dry 
at Cartersville. 

It is an interesting problem and one to 
which the state should give attention.

Constitution’s Work

Demands Less Acreage

Editor Constitution: I rejoice that your 
editorials on the ‘cotton situation have al- 
ready produced good results and caused such 
strong letters as that of J. T. Holleman and 
You are right beyond any doubt at 
all that it matters not what may be done by 
congress in the way of furnishing money to 
the banks. The whode question is depend- 
able on reduction oft acreage in cotton. 

A man might fust as well try to raise 
himself to the sky by a walking cane be- 
tween his legs and a hand lift on each end 
as for the government to try to steady and 
advance the price of cotton by placing 
money in the banks. 

What bank can afford to’ loan money 
on cotton at 8 or 9 cents, with a general war 
in Europe, with a surplus already on hand 
and with a 14,000,000 or 15,000,000 crop to 
come next year? 

What farmer with cotton in a warehouse 
can afford to borrow money on cotton at 
8 or 9 cents with more cotton on hand than 
is needed and preparations for another 
bumper crop in 1915? Can the bank stand 
to place money to the extent of 8 cents per 
pound and close the fellow out at 6 cents 
a pound? 

Can the farmer stand up when he bor- 
rows at 8 cents per pound and has his cotton 
sold out at 5 cents? 

What president’ of a cotton mill can 
afford to buy his supplies of cotton at 4 or 5 
cents higher than he knows cotton is bound 
to go? He is obliged to buy according to 
his orders for goods and buy from hand to 
mouth under present conditions. 

Five-cent cotton igs just as inevitable as 
the sunset unless the acreage in, cotton shall 
be cut next year. 

Piling up money in the banks will not 
and cannot stop It, because the banker can’t 
afford to loan it and the planter can't afford 
to borrow it unless something shall be done 
to reduce the crop next year. This is ail 
there is to it. 

It is the consensus of opinion everywhere 
that acreage must be reduced to hold or 
advance prices. 
_ It is also ; to all men that the 
farmers will n@®)@e@duce acreage in cotton 
of themselves. ere was a meeting of the 
farmers’ union and other farmers, not mem- 
bers of the union, here Saturday, and they 
all agreed that this is the truth. 

Then what is the remedy? We are all 
agreed that all depends on acreage reduc- 
tion. How shall we get it? There is only 
one successful way. It is the strong arm of 
the law. 

A bill should be drawn limiting the acre- 
age in cotton, not to exceed one-third of 
the land in cultivation on each farm; the 
owner ‘should be required to make a return 
on oath to the proper officer of the govern- 
ment, and there should be a penalty on the 
owner and the land for any excess of cotton 
acreage. 

It doesn’t make any difference whether 
the cotton-raising states or congress shall 
pass the law. It will be better and quicker 
for congress to pass it. It can be done. 

Such a law will save the south. It will 
steady cotton prices and advance them later 
on, and the reduced amount of cotton raised 
will bring more money than the present 
crop and a big crop in 1915 combined. 

But,- better than this, each farmer can 
then place one-third of his farm in small 
grain and peas and the other third in corn 
and peas and rotate his crops every year. 
The third in cotton being later harvested 
than the other crops can be broken up and 
planted in corn, and sown in peas when laid 
by; the third in oats, wheat and rye fol- 
lowed by peas, can be fall plowed and pre- 
pared for cotton, and the third in corn and 
peas can be sown down in small grain to be 
foHowed by peas. Here we have a com- 
plete rotation of crops. This will cause an 
increase in crops, keep the lands from wash- 
ing and the farm will get richer and richer 
every year. 

Why should our senators and representa- 
tives from the south in congress sit down 
and allow such an opportunity as this to 
pass them by? 

Are they all against. the farmers? Sure- 
Legislation is the only hope to 
reduce acreage. A reduction in acreage is 
the only way of relief.

Third Reduction in Acreage Necessary, 
Declares Big Georgia Cotton Planter 


The Constitution is in receipt of a com- 
munication from J. F. Comer, owner of the 
famous “Old Town Plantation” in Jefferson 
county, Georgia, whose annual output of 
cotton is in the neighborhood of 1,000 bales, 
in which he in a striking manner calls at- 
tention to the moral duty of the farmers of 
the state to reduce their cotton acreage next 
year. 

Mr. Comer declares that the question is 
not how much cotton will be planted next 
year, but how little. A cut of at least one- 
third is necessary in his opinion. 

His communication is ag follows: « 


“Editor Constitution: The press of the 
country is giving to the public every day 
strong articles and much s~ace to the plan, 
buy a bale at 10 cents and ‘hold.’ It is a 
great proposition and is taking vast quant!- 
ties of cotton from the market. I am afraid 
though too many of us do not fully realize 
just what this plan means and are not 
a of its importance to the entire coun- 


y. 

“Buy-a-balé! Certainly it helps the farm- 
er immensely, but by no manner of méans 
does its goodness Stop there. It is. not a 
personal matter, one man helping another 
less fortunate. 

“It ig to assist practically all employees. 
merchants in all lines of trade, all lines of 
business and the professions throughout the 
south, and people of other parts financially 
interested in southern affairs. 


A Call to the Whole Country. 


“It is sweeping in its range. The living 
price of 10 cents helps wonderfully the 
farmer, even though only one or two bales 
It is a call 
to everyone throughout the country to come 
to the aid of business dependent upon cot- 
‘ton. It is a plan to bring about the system- 
atic marketing of this cotton crop. The 
surplus cotton must be held from the mar- 
ket. If it is not done the present cotton crop 
will sell at a price that will paralyze the 
business of the south and cause great loss of 
business to the entire country. 

Buy-a-bale and hold it. All people, even 
though not directly interested in cotton, in 
villages, towns and cities, must see the 
importance of this holding move. The tenac- 
ity with which the farmer is clinging to 
his bales is wonderful, but he cannot hold 
all of it all the time. Buy-a-bale at ten 
cents and hold—it is a call to the general 


queen 


public to help prevent the sale of this cotton 
crop at a price below the cost of production. ~ 

“The south is one of the greatest cus- 
tomers of the east and west. Sel] her cotton 
below the cost of production and her pur- 
chasing power is gone and as a customer 
would be worth nothing to east or west. 
Will eastern and western business see their 
great customer destroyed? I think not. 
As a business proposition they see that this 
surplus cotton must not be thrown on the 
market. 

“Many houses have already offered to 
hold cotton for their southern customers and 
the ‘buy-a-bale’ is gaining tremendous head- 
way. bs 
“When the spinners realize that this cot- 
ton crop will be offered to them in a sys- 
tematic way they will buy today at a price 
and not with the feeling that tomorrow th 
price will have slumped. 


Reduction Necessary. 


“Even should the European war be set- 
tled within the next few months there will 
be a surplus of cotton to meet the 1915 crop. 

“This held cotton, held one way or an- 
other, will be with us. The solution of this 
problem will come about through the reduc- 
tion of cotton acreage, a reduction of at 
least one-third. Legal steps might be taken 
to bring this about, but I think that course 
would be unnecessary. This severe jolt is 
making the south ask itself, not how much 
but how little shall we plant next year. 

“Thousands of growers will make the 
above reduction. Bankers and merchants 
will cause restrictions. Inless a customer 
agrees to reduce one-third, a mortgage on 
that crop would be a pretty poor piece of 
security. They will force him to cut or 
leave him alone. No one could or would 
take him up. 

“I think the self-financing farmer who 
refuses to cut acres next year would be 
looked upon with such disfavor in his com- 
munity that he would be shamed into the 
desired reduction. 


“For the 1914-15 crop, buy-a-bale an 
hold; for the 1915-16 crop, oot acres = 
third. I think we can count on both plans 
being carried. out. 

“When thé spinners are thoroughly con- 
vinced of this they will seek our cotton 
and gladly pay a price that will retain to 
them prosperous buyers of their manufac- 
ture, and the man who bought a bale at ten 
cents and held will comé into his own.

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How Limestone 


Should Be Used 


By R. E. STALLINGS, State Chemist. 

The articles regarding the use of lime- 
stone that have appeared in The Constitution 
recently appear to me to be misleading in 
several particulars. Finely ground lime- 
stone added to soils that are acid has a 
beneficial effect. It, however, should be 
added in quantities of from one to four tons 
per acre, depending upon the acidity of the 
soil, and thoroughly mixed with the soil. 
before the addition of an fertilizer. It 
should, however, to give the best results, 
be used before the planting of leguminous 
crops (the nitrogen. gathering bacteria re- 
quiring an alkaline soil), and, of course, 
when alkaline, we should expect an increase 
of crop yield, owing to the activity of the 
bacterta. 

The use of lime or groun, Mmestone is 
beneficial to land, both physically and chem- 
ically. Physically, it tends to hold together 
fandy soils, and to make more porous soil 
of a clayey nature. Chemically, it tends to 
liberate the plant food of the soil, and to 
make acid soll alkaline. : 

If limestone should liberate all the potash 
that is needed for crops, there has been a 
woeful waste of money, time and energy in 
our state, and the agricultural experts 
should all have advised the discontinuance 
of potash salts long before this time. A 
large amount of the arable soils in Georgia 
are deficient in potash, and farmers will be 
disappointed in the yield of their crops, if 
no potash is used on these soils. Possibly 
on s80ils where potash has been used con- 
tinuously for years no serious results will 
be apparent for a year or so if no potash 
should be used. 

Limestone and Commercial Fertilizers. 

Limestone should never be used in con- 
junction or mixed with commercial fertil- 


the water soluble phosphoric acid to what 
is Known as the reverted form, the latter 
being insoluble in water. Why should manu- 
facturers add sulphuric acid“to phosphate 
rock to make acid phosphaté, producing a 
product, nearly all of which ig soluble to 
water, and then add a material like lime- 
stone, that would change the product to a 
form insoluble in water? While this is a 
valuable form of phosphoric acid, this change 
should take place in the soil and not in the 
sack of fertilizer. If water soluble phos- 
phoric acid is added to the soil, the rains 
dissolve it and it permeates uniformly 
throughout the soil, and it is left where the 
roots of the plants can get at it; on the 
other hand, if the phosphoric acid is insolu- 
ble in water, it stays exactly where it is 
placed in the soil. 

A year or more ago I had occasion to 
investigate the changes that took place by 


the addition of limestone to acid phosphate, 
and found that in a few months nearly all 
the water soluble phosphoric acid was 
changed to the reverted form. I then took 
the matter up with five of the leading 
southern State chemists, and they, without 
exception, stated that the water soluble 
form was the more desirable, and should be 
given higher valuation than the reverted 
form. 
Average Use of Fertilizer. 
It has been claimed by some that fertil-

izers, for the reason that it would change | 


izers are more valuable, owing to the addt- 
tion of Mmestone as a filler. as the soil is 
in need of this material. The average use 
of fertilizer is about three hundred to four 
hundred pounds per acre; therefore the 
farmer will get about fifty to sixty pounds 
of limestone per acre, if three hundred to 
three hundred and fifty pounds of Itmestone 
to the ton of fertilizer were used as a filler. 
The effects on the soil from this small 
amount of limestone would be tnfinitesimal., 
me as stated above, would 
be injured by changing the water soluble 
phosphoric acid to the reverted form; also 
you would pay more pound for pound for 
your limestone than i? used in the proper 
Way. because manufacturers must pay 
freight on the limestone from the quarry 
to the factory, and you must pay freight 
from the factory to the farm. 

If limestone should liberate all the pot- 
ash required for the growing of crops as 
claimed by some, why add even one per 
.cent of water soluble potash? (the only pot- 
ash recognized in official fertilizer analyses). 
I believe that one per cent of potash has 
been recommended in one of the articles 
referred to above. If good results should be 
obtained by growing crops with one per 
cent of potash, shall we give the credit to 
the potash or the Iimestone? 

All agricultural experts today are teach- 
Ing a building-up process of the soil, and 
are not advocating any methods to make 
our soils poorer. Limestone, if added ‘to 
some of our soils, without the proper method 
of cultivation, will further deplete that soil 
of the very ingredients in which they are 
deficient. 

I do not wish to be misunderstood, for I 
believe in the use of ground limestone, but 
believe that it should be used only on soils 
that are acid, before the planting of legumi- 
nous crops, and in quantities sufficient to 
gain the desired results, then thoroughly 
incorporated in the soil before the addition 
of any fertilizer. 

I desire to impress wpon the farmers 
never to buy fertilizers containing limestone 
or any other filler that changes the water 
soluble phosphoric acid into a less desirable 


form.

Editor’ Constitution: I have followed 
with much interest the splendid series of 
editorials that have appeared in The Consti- 
tution anent the cotton situation. 

I quite agree with you that the south has 
been gold-bricked by the government, and 
that we shall have-to work out our own 
salvation, economically speaking. I would 
suggest that, as the first step in this direc- 
tion, southern congressmen be set to work 
in Washington to bring about an exposure 
of the nefarious operations of the cotton 
trust headed by certain eastern interests. 

Any well informed cotton man will tell 
you that the cotton market, both spots and 
futures, is absolutely controlled by these 
interests. The American Sugar Refining 
company, as a trust, pales into insignificance 
when compared with the gigantic operations 
carried on by this one. It would be ex- 
tremely pertinent to inquire at whose behest 
the New York cotton exchange was kept 
open long enough to bring about the failure 
of the firm of S. H. P. Pell & Co., which was 
the only firm that had ever been strong and 
resourceful enough to oppose the “interests.” 

It woulg also be pertinent to inyguire 
whence came the powerfulinfluence that in- 
voked the strong arm of the government to 
use the Sherman anti-trust law against the 
cotton bulls, Brown, Hayne and Patten, when 
they had succeeded in cornering the New 
York cotton market, and had the same “inter- 
ests’’ almost at their mercy. 

Some well-directed investigation along 
the lines suggested might develop the fact 
right now that the cotton exchanges dare 
not open, despite the invitation extended by 
the federal reserve board, because of the 
enormous short interest in unliquidated 
contracts, held by the same “interests,” 
which have turned ears of stone to all 
appeals to let longs out at any reasonable 
level. The result is that longs are repudiat- 
ing their contracts, and brokers, who hold 
the bag, refuse to consider reopening until 
the war situation improves to such an extent 
that values will again approach a normal 
level. In other words, the cotton trust is 
holdimg out for “a pound of flesh” nearest 
the heart of the south. In such circum- 
stances, should it not be treated as Shylock 
was, and exposed to the ignominy of the 
world? \ 

Since the south must fight alone for its 
economic life, let us wage warfare in the 
camp of the enemy, which, in my opinion, 
will be found in close communication with 
the spinning interests, both of England and 
New England. 

Let us 7 all.means insist on a govern- 
ment investigation along the lines indicated 
by men who know what they are olng 
after, and who mean business. If tH an 
investigation is started, I predict that the 
cotton situation will shortly undergo a won- 
derful improvement, and that the mills will 
come into the market instead of waiting, as 
they now are, to take advantage of ruina- 
tion prices which they hope for. 

Instead of the south submitting to such 
an economic outrage, it would be better to 
imitate the farmers of Kansas and burn the 
surplus cotton as they burned the surplus 
corn some years ago. In that event the 
south’s slogan might be “burn-a-bale”’ in- 
stead of “buy-a-bale.” Such a measure might 
be justified by the circumstances.

Cotton plants grown in Massachusetts 
from Georgia seed have just won first prize 
at the annual exhibition of the Melrose Hor- 
ticultural and Improvement soclety of Bos- 
ton. : 

This information is contained in a letter 
from Franklin P. Sbumway, a well-known 
advertising agent of Boston. to James R. 
Holliday, foreign advertising manager of 
The Constitution, who sent the seeds to Mr. 
Shumway in February. 

Mr. Shumway turned the seed over to his 
gardener, and the plants are probably the 
first to be grown to maturity on Massachu- 
setts soil. In an article about the plants, 
The Boston Evening Post says: 

“Five cotton plants, with the small bolis 
of cotton just beginning to develop, have 
caused a good deal of curiosity on Brom- 
field street. The plants are being exhibited 
in Penn the florist’s windows. 

“The cotton plants are owned by Frank- 
lin P. Shumway, of Melrose, and were grown 
right here in Boston. He planted them at 
his home in Melrose, and the plants devel- 
oped, until now they are full grown and. the 
same size that can be seen in the huge codt- 
ton fields of the southern states. 

“It is the first time in the history of Bos- 
ton that cotton plants have been grown in 
this city. The city had several of the plants 
growing in the pubic garden a few years 


ago, but the plants were transported from 
the south when full size.”

MARES SUDDEN GAIN 


An Advance of 3 Cents Per 
Pound Sterling Over Sat- 
urday’s Rates—The Day’s 
Financial News... 


New York, September 28.—By reason

T0 GUT 1915 COTTON 


$7.50 Fine for Each Acre in 
Excess of Ten Acres to 
the Plow. ! 


Harlem, Ga., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The farmers and business men 
of Columbia county perfected a per- 
manent organization today, the prime 
motive of which is to reduce the cotton 
crop for 1915. 

Realizing that should no other coun- 
ty or state agree to reduce the cotton 
acreage next year, the farmers of Co- 
lumbia, by roducing food crops in 
abundance with only a little cotton to 
sell below the cost of production, 
would be in a better condition next 
fall than farmers of counties that 
planted the usual large acreage in cot- 
ton with food of all kinds to buy, it 
was incorporated in the rules of the 
organization that no farmer should, 

lant more than ten acres to the plow. | 

n the event any member violates this | 
rule, he will be fined $7.50 per acre for 
each acre planted in excess of ten 
acres to the plow. 

It is believed that this plan, backed 
up by an agreement of the business | 
men who make advances to the famers | 
of the county, that they will not make 
any advances to the farmer who plants 
more than ten acres of cotton to the 
plow, will practically curtail the pro- 
duction of cotton in this county 50 per 
cent for the 1915 crop.

SPALDING DOES NUT 
DENY L. &N. PLANS 


But He Professes Ignorance of 
the Intention of Capitalists 
Behind New Road. 


J. J. Spalding, special counsel for

Mr. Spalding would neither deny or 
affirm thatthe North Georgia Mineral 
was a child of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system. 

In a good many quarters opposition 
has been expressed to the granting of 
the new charter on the idea that it 
would. greatly depreciate the value of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

The Louisville and Nashville now 
has a line from Cincinnati to Carters- 
ville. From Cartersville it enters At- 
lanta over the rails of the Western and 
Atlantic.

Brimming over with the most tune- 


ful songs, shot to the.core with the 
most exquisite humor, full of pretty

left nothing to. be desired, “Oh! Oh! 
Delphine” is one musical comedy for 


which I have none but words of praise. 


It is all of these things and more. At 
the very outset let me call your atten- 
tion to one fact which should not be 
overlooked in these hard times. “Oh! 
Oh! Delphine” is playing at a dollar 
and a half. It is in truth a $2 produc- 
tion—more, in fact, if we are to judge 
by comparison. 

I recall no musical comedy of recent 
years which is.so satisfying in every 
respect. It is more than a. musical 
comedy. It more nearly approaches 
light opera. Since “The Chocolate 
Soldier” I know of nothing quite so 
brilliant. 

The author of the book, C. M. S. Me- 
lellan, is a yeung American, who; if 
he lives up to the promise of this sin- 
gle production, will some day have to 
be reckoned with as one of the really 
big men of the stage. “Oh! Oh! Del- 
phine” is the most sparkling of satires 
on a phase of Parisian domestic life, 
just as “The Chocolate Soldier” was a 
satire on military ‘tife.

GOV. SLATON URGES 
FEDERAL SUPPORT

call special sessions of the legislature 
was expressed in a resolution adopt 
by the governors before the conference 
began. 


The sentiment of the resolution was 
that the states were without constitu- 
tional power to aid themselves in this 
emergency, and: must look to congress 
for relief. |

Siaton Meets Georgia Members. 


Governor Slaton met the members of 
the Georgia delegation at a luncheon 
— in the speaker’s dining room to- 

ay by Representative William Schley 
Howard, at which the whole question 
of what steps could be taken to rem- 
edy the cotton situation was dis- 
cussed. Those present were: Repre- 
sentatives Howard, Adamson, Hardwick, 
Edwards, Hughes, Crisp, Lee, Walker, 
Bartlett, Tribble and Park and four 
Georgia newspaper correspondents. 

Representative Howard explained the 
provisions of a measure he introduced 
on September 24, previding for the is- 
Suance of $500,000,000 of greenbacks 
under the act of 1861 for purchasing 
cotton from southern farmers at 12 
cents a pound. . 

The money would be issued to post- 
masters, rural letter carriers, gin re- 
porters and other purchasing agents to 
be named by the secretary of the treas- 
ury. The proceeds from the sale of the 
cotton by the government would be 
used for retiring the greenbacks. Other 
members of the delegation expressed 
the belief that there would be a scram- 
ble for the positions of postmasters and 
rural carriers if this bill became a law. 


Seller Must Give Pledge. 


Another feature of the Howard bill 
would require the seller to pledge him- 
self to reduce his acreage one-third 
next year. 

Representative Frank Park’s bill to 
permit state banks to form clearing 
house associations’ and issue notes, 
which would be relieved from the 10 
per cent tax levied on state bank cur- 
rency, also received attention. 

Governor Slaton said that both were 
entitled to consideration. Pressed for 
a statement as to what course he would 
recommend to the Georgia delegation, 
Governor Slaton declined to commit 
himself. He explained that he was pre- 
siding at a conference of southern gov- 
ernors discussing this identical subject 
and he would prefer not to make any 
statement until after they had con- 
cluded.

Jorian said, has been in the govern- 
ment treasury since 1868, when supreme 
court judges were equally divided on 
the question whether or not it should 
be returned.
